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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-18 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Despite applicant's disagreement, the examiner decides to provide new rejection 
as below. Other references have been incorporated to strengthen the examiner's 
position with respect to the transmitter optical sub assembly whereby the laser source is 
exempt from being directly irradiated by the laser driver. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

2. Claims 1 and 1 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Figs. 2 and 3 (cited by Applicant). 

Regarding claims 1 and 18, Figs 2 and 3 disclose transmitter optical sub 
assembly including a laser source (LD) having associated therewith a laser driver (LDD) 
as well as a package (PKG) for said laser source and said laser driver, wherein said 
package includes respective separate compartments (OB, PCB) for said laser source 
and said laser driver, the laser source and the laser driver being arranged in said 
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separate compartments whereby said laser source is exempt from being directly 
irradiated by said laser driver, and said compartment provided in said package for said 
laser driver is defined by a base member exempt from boundary walls (Figs. 2 and 3, 
page 1, col. 1, lines 22-67). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2-1 7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

None of the prior art teaches the assembly wherein the package includes a 
package wall opaque to IR emission separating the laser source and the laser driver, 
and wherein the package is essentially comprised of shaped body of an I R opaque 
material, ceramics material, or alumina.
